By  virtue  of  the  autbDrity  vested  in  the  Secretary  of  Agriciilture 
by  the  Act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  Act  making  appropriations  for  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1938, 
****~^  and  for  other  purposes"  (Public  No,  173,  75th  Congress),  I, 
Henry  A.  '7allace,  Secretar^r  of  Agriculture,  do  hereby  make,  prescribe, 
publish  and  give  public  notice  of  the  following  amendment,  y/hich 
shall  be  in  force  and  effect  on  and  after  this  date,  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  governing  tho  inspection, 
sampling,  and  certification  of  cottonseed  sold  or  offered  for  sale 
for  crushing  purposes: 

In  regulation  3,  strike  out  the  first  sentence  of  section  15  and 
substitute  therefor  tho  following: 

"In  case  of  dispute  in  v/hich.  a  roviev/  is  desired  of 
tho  grading  of  any  sample  of  cottonseed  covered  by 
a  valid  certificate  issued  by  ei  licensed  cottonseed 
chemist,  application  for  review  shall  bo  filed  or 
mailed  within  one  week  after  the  date  of  the  original 
certificate." 

In  regulation  5,  strike  out  section  3  and  substitute  therefor  the 
following: 

"Sec.  3.    For  each  certificate  of  the  grade  of  cotton- 
seed issued  by  a  licensed  cottonseed  chemist  ho  shall 
pay  25  cents  to  the  Bureau.    A  statem.ent  shovfing  the 
number  of  certificates  issued  Gha].l  be  rendered  to 
the  Bureau  each  month,  the  same  to  bo  accompanied  by 
the  appropriate  remittance  in  the  form  of  a  certified 
chock,  draft,  or  post-office  or  express  money  order 
payable  to  the  order  of  the    United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture."
